conspiracy and crime of the Williams 
highway robliery, which happem*d on 
July 8. 
Grill, the defendant in the cast* tri**d 
yesterday, was jointly indictfxl by the 
last grand jury with Gwirge Hecka- 
thfuni, Ed Croxall and (tcorge Jon<*s, 
and Hfvkathorn. who was almost the 
last witness calk*d, c« rrol» orat» HÍ all the 
testimony produced befor« * him, which 
was substantially the same as that pro- 
ducíHl in the trial of Croxall stweral 
weeks ago. Hix^kathfxm's story was as 
follow’» ; 
•*1 am well acquainted with Jim Orin. 
On July 8, I met Grin, Jones and 
Croxall in the ball ground about 7 in 
the morning. When we left there we 
went to the s))ring, and from there to 
Croxall’s home. From there we went 
to Milligan’s orchard for apples, and 
out on the cainpmeeting road.” 
“ What did you go out on the road 
for?” asked the prosecutor, 
“ F(» r the imrjxis« ' of holding op Will­ 
iams, the milkman,” he firmly an­ 
swered, and a pin could havelieen heard 
drop. 
“ He was driving tw’o horses,” Hecka- 
thorn continuwl. ” We all wore black 
masks, and while Grin stood at the 
head of the hormw, Croxall and Jones 
covered him with their n*volvers, and 
I went through him, and made him 
get out of his wagon. I got his watch, 
and just 78 cents in his p« H!ket, but re- 
tunuHl the watch as it was no gtHid. I 
climbed into the wagon, and seiFunnl 
the money box, and examined his coat, 
which he was not wewring. From the 
box we got |25 in change and three |1 
bills. We then ordered him to get in 
the wagon and g(^ out as fast as he 
could. 
He got In and started, hut 
looked back after us. Then we shot 
our revolvers up in the air. We all had 
revolvers. When we left the road we 
went batik of Croxall’s. From there we 
saw five or six men going down the 
road on the hunt of us. We went into 
Jethro hollow, and on below to Jethro, 
and broke for the river. 
We took 
IMiesfNMUin of a skiff, and went to West 
Virginia, and did lurt rwtuni until 4 
o’clock that aftennxin. On the follow 
ing night, the Fourth of July, we met 
at 12 o’clocik on the railroad fw the pur 
pose of leaving town. We all went to 
Rochester, where we stayed until Sun­ 
day, and then went to Alliance on our 
way to Cleveland, but Grin went back 
to Liverpool. I returned on July 11. Two 
days later, at the home of IJzzie Brig 
house, Grin gave me his black mask, 
and I put it in the stove.” 
On (Tuss examination by Attorney 
Brookes he stated: “I am indicted, but 
do not know whether I will be tried, 
did not ask Orin to perjure himself 
by swearing that he was with me 
on the night of the Sf^hanb holdup

Dec. L—(Special)—-The spec­ 
tators who assembled in the court room 
to hear the trial of James Grin were 
surprised

astonished yesterday 
afternoon when l*rosi*cutor Speaker pnt 
George Heckathoru on the stand, one of 
the defendants in the cast*, who turned 
state’s evidence, confessing the whole 
conspiracy and crime of the Williams 
highway robbery, which happened on 
July 8. 
Grin, the defendant in the case tried 
yesterday, was jointly Indicted by the 
last grand jury with George Heeka- 
thorn, Kd Croxall aud George Jones, 
and Heckathoru. who was almost the 
last witness called, corroborated all the 
testimony produced before him, which 
was substantially the same as that pro­ 
duced iii the trial of Croxall several 
weeks ago. 
Heekuthorn’a story was as 
follows; 
“ I am well acquainted with Jim Orin. 
On July 8, I met Grin, Jones and 
Croxall in the ball ground about 7 in 
the morning. 
When we left there we 
went to the *(iring, and from there to 
Oroxall’s home. 
From there we went 
to Milligan’s orchard for apples, aud 
out on the campmeeting road." 
“ What did you go oat ou the road 
for?" asked the prosecutor. 
“ For tho purpose of holding ap Will 
lams, the milkman," he firmly an 
Nwcred, aud a pin could have been heard 
drop. 
He was driving two horses,“ Hooka 
thorn continued. 
“ We all wore black 
masks, and while Orin stood at the 
head of the horses, Croxall aud Jour* 
covered him with their revolvers, and 
went through him, and made him 
get out of his wagon. 
I got his watch, 
and just 78 rents in his pocket, but re 
turned the watch as it was no giSKl. 
I 
limbed into the wagon, and secured 
tho money box, aud examined his coat, 
which he was not wearing. From tho 
box we got $26 in change and throe $1 
bills. 
We then ordered him to get iii 
the wagon and get out as fast us he 
could. 
He got in and started, hut 
looked back after us. Then we shot 
oar revolvers ap in the air.

iug night, the Fourth of July, we met 
at 12 o’clock on the railroad for the pur 
pose of leaving town. 
We all went to 
Rochester, where we stayed until Mun­ 
day, and then went to Alliance on our 
way to Cleveland, but Grin went back 
to Liverpool. I returned on July ll. Two 
days later, at the home of Lizzie Brig- 
house, Grin gave me his black mask, 
aud I pnt it in the stove." 
On cross examination by Attorney 
Brookes he stated : “I am indicted, but 
do uot know whether I will be tried. I 
did not ask Orin to perjure himself 
by swearing that he was with me 
on the night of the Bchaub holdup.
